CHARGED HITLERITES GUARD 
DOOR OF VON HINDENBURG TO 


KEEP PRESIDENTIAL SILENCE 


BERLIN, Feb. 23. (ff)—A charge 
that the door to President Paul 
Von Hindenburg has been closed 
to the public since Adolf Hitler 
became chancellor was before the 
German electorate today 


It was made last night by Fritz 


Schaeffer, Bavarian people's paVty 
leader, in a campaign speech at 
Nuremberg. He charged Hiterlites 
with seeking to curb the "free 
will" of the 
former field marshal, 


although under the German consti- 
tution the powers of the president 
exceed those of the chancellor. 


This came close upon a sensa- 


tional report of a plot to kidnap 
the 85-year-old president after the 
March election. Published in Swiss 
newspapers, it was descirbed 
as 


"too silly" for a denial by the Hit- 
ler government. 


Reports that Hitlerites are de- 


termined to have a federal commis- 
sioner for Bavaria after March 5 
led to the charges by Schaeffer. 
But he added that the "Bavarian 
people and the defense organiza- 
tions would arrest a commissioner 
at tile border." 


Prussia is the only state now 


under rule of a commissioner. Vice 
Chancellor Von Paper was 'given 
that post. 


Chancellor Hitler told the Asso- 
ciated Press in an exclusive inter- 
view that Germany will "gladly 
scrap her army if other nations do 
away with theirs." 
In line with Germany's demand 


for juridical equality in arms when 
it withdrew from 
the disarma- 


ment conference for more than 
three months last year, Hitler said 
"we insist the sane standards shall 
applv for all." 
He declared his government's -t- 


titude toward the United Stabs 
was one of "honest friendship" and 
that he believed private debts In- 
curred aboard must be paid back. 


"But 
the 
debtor 
from whom 


one is to get money back must not 
be first annihilated by political 
or economic measures," h» added.

NEW SPEED RECORD 
MADE BY CAMPBELL 


AT DAYTONA BEACD 


ENGLISH RACE CAR DRIVER 
DASHEF OVER COURSE AT 
272.108 MILES AN HOUR 


DAYTONA~B~EACH, Fla., 


Feb. 22.—(ff)—Sir 
Malcolm 


Campbell, famous British 
race car driver, today crack- 
ed the world's automobile 
speed record wide open in 
a thrilling, breath - taking 
dash over the sands of the 
beach speedway here. 


In two blistering runs over the 


hard-packed 
sands, the intrepid 


48-year-old race car driver attain- 
ed the speed of 272.108 miles an 
hour over an officially measured 
mile course for a new land speed 
record. 


On the first of two runs across 


the sand, Campbell was clocked at 
a speed of 273.056 miles 'an hour, 
and on his second trial at a clip 
of 270.676 for an average two-way 
record o£ 272.108 miles an hour. 


On his runs, Campbell exceeded 


by 18.140 miles an hour his old 
world record of 253.968, establish- 
ed here a year ago. 


Streaking across the beach on 


his first trial, Campbell was clock- 
ed over the mea&uhed mile in 13.16 
seconds and 
on his second 
run 


over that distance at 13.60 seconds 
for an average elapsed time of 
13.23 seconds. 
At the same time Campbell es- 


tablished a new land speed record 
over tho mile, he also 
set v.p a 


new mark of 217.636 miles an hour, 
cvtr a one-kilometer route, which 
is approximately five-eights of a 
mile. His previous record for that 
distance was 231.340. 
On his first run, the racer was 


clocked at 8.18 seconds over the 
Kilometer , for a speed of 271.805 
miles an hour, and on his second 
run over that distance at 8.24 sec- 
onds for a speed of 217.472. 
His 


average elapsed time over 
the 


kilometer was 8.235 seconds and 
his average speed 271.6S6. 


Conditions Not Ideal. 


Although the beach and visibility 


were none too good, 
Campbell, 


who had been forced to delay his 
record attempt for two weeks be- 
cause of unfavorable conditions, 
decided to make his trials today 
after the beach had 
improved, 


.rather than risk 
another post- 


ponement. 


After waiting for more than an 


hour for a light mist to clear, 
Campbell 
suddenly 
started 
the 


motor of his giant machine 
and 


immediately began 
his 
epochal 


runs across the sand. 


Taking a four-mile rolling start 


the famous racer quickly threw 
his car into high gear, shoved tha 
acellerator of the 12-cylinder 
air-

Rapidly gaining momentum, th3 


car approached top speed as it 
neared the 
officially

mile, and in only a few seconds 
it streaked past the liming tower 
to disapoear in a light haze at 
the routh end of the course.

poor, spectators

able to zee the speeding; machine 
unlit it was only a mile away.

ized to set' the nrice to be paid 
:he farmer. 
He will receive 10- 
cents per pound, or the secretary 
of agriculture 
will compute 
the 
average prices of commodities be- 
tween the years 1909 and 
1914, 


and determine tha price to -be 
paid the farmer. 
Cotton will be sold to the local 


buyers at the current price, and 
the producer will receive two cer- 
tificates for the difference in that 
price and the 10 cents per pound 
tor cotton. 
One certificate will 


entitle him for half the remain- 
der in 30 days, and the other half 
in 0 months. The certificates may 
be used as collateral at banks. 


The government will put a small 
tax on cotton or wheat products, 
and the consurrier will pay the 
small amount to make up the 
raised price of the raw products. 
Mr. George said a $1 shirt will be 
taxed two cents, and a four cent 
loaf of bread will be taxed one- 
eighth of a cent.

The senate plans for boosting cot- 
ton prices by creating a . govern- 
ment pool for growers to partici- 
pate in as an inducement to them 
to reduce production, was approv- 
ed today by the house agriculture 
committee, 


The bill— by Senator. Smith (D., 


S. C.), would pool 3,500,000 bales 
of cotton controlled by the gov- 
ernment, and give farmers an op- 
tion on shares of that cotton 'in 
return for contracts to decrease 
their acreage below last year's. 


Cotton in the pool would be sold 


a year hence and contracting pro- 
ducers would benefit by any price 
increase resulting from a smaller

50 feet of Swiss chaid, 150 feet of 
onion sets or plants, 50 eet of 
garlic, 50 feet of dill, 50 feet of 
chili pepper, 150 feet of English 
peas (2 plantings on same bed two 
w»!ks apari), 100 feet of beets, 50 
feet of turnips, 150 feet of car- 
rots, 150 feet of spinach, 300 feet 
of bash beans, 150 feet of lima

potatoes followed by cream or 
blackeyed peas.
